"rjiHERE remains in Oklahoma 


A. a large body of Indians whose 


hunger and stark need of every 
human necessity testify that neg- 
lect and indifference are killing 
Indians 
today 
as effectively as 


rifle and ambush did in the begin- 
ning of our history." 


The American Indian 
Defense 
society thus sums up its estimate 
of the condition of the remnants of 
the Creeks, Cherokees, Seminoles, 
Choctaws 
and 
Chickasaws that 


make up the so-called "Five Civil- 
ized Tribes" now making their 
home in Oklahoma. 
If the conditions are as described 


by the society, they show a shame- 
ful neglect of duty by the govern- 
ment. Should they be permitted to 
go uncorreeted, it may mean the 
early 
extermination 
of these 


tribes. 
The government's treatment of 


its Indian wards has been the sub- 
ject of much criticism in the past. 
The Indian has proved that he can 
respond to civilization and become 
self-supporting 
and 
a 
valuable 


member of society. 
It has been 


the announced policy of the gov- 
ernment to encourage this. Yet, a 
large number of Indians remain 
totally dependent upon the govern- 
ment, which gives rise to the ques- 
tion of whether the proper mea- 
sures for their 
self-development 


have been taken. 
But whatever 


may be the angles of the bigger 
problem, the situation in Oklahoma 
is a matter that seems to call for 
specific and immediate treatment. 
And in extendinng the kind of re- 
lief "heeded, the government should 
not overlook the important ques- 
tion of finding1 out who or what 
causes were responsible for the de- 
plorable conditions described.

Slice Of Bread 


We are told again and "again to 


eat more bread, until we begin to 
suspect some ulterior motive in the 
slogans that declare bread is our 
best food! 
Breadstuff's form a 


large portion of our diet, however, 
and to introduce a change from the 


i bread-and-butter, stafF-of-life- feel- 


ing we are likely to get from bread 
in the same old way, let's look at 
the things that can happen to it to 
make it more interesting. 


Toasting is an inspiration. There 


are so many kinds of toast! Oven 
toast 
flaunts 
the new-sounding 


name of Melba toast. To be really 
truthful, we must admit that Mel- 
ba toast is bread cut into very thin 
slices that are dried out in the 
oven until they are a golden brown. 
It is crisp, and has a nut-like, 
Bweet taste brought out by the 
heating. 


Toast made in the broiler oven 


is not the dried variety, but is crisp 
and browned on the outsides: ex- 
posed to the heat, and nice and 
soft—like fresh bread—in the cen- 
ter. 
To make toast like this, set 


your heat control at 5&0 degrees, 
preheat the broiler oven for a few 
minutes and then place. the.._fIreib 
bread on the rack about ,1/V inch 
from the tip of the flame. If the, 
flame length seems too long: to give 
the results you want, reduce,,,it. 
somewhat by turning the . av£n 
burner down part- way,

Orange Tbart 


Orange .toast is a favorite break- 


fast combination. For each slice, 
moisten one. tablespoon of granu- 
lated sugar with orange juice arid 
flavor with the grated grange rind. 
Spread on buttered bread and heat 
under the broiler flame. 


Depression toast is a recently- 


acquired name for an old standby. 
The coming of better times prob- 
ably will give it another new name 
before long. Use hard, dry bread 
and dip it very quickly into hot, 
salted water.
